The requisite to a spiritual life with 
God is fellowship; the prerequisite to 
such a life is sonship. To be a son of 
man one must have a birth; to be a 
son of God he must have a new birth. 
To see the kingdoms of this world one 
must be born; to see the kingdom of 
God he must be born again. 

Few scriptures have served more 
often as subject matter for  soul- 
stirring sermons of evangelism than 
those provided by the conversation be- 
tween Jesus and Nicodemus. The ser- 
mons therefrom have been different 
and the manner of delivery varying, 
but the total yield of souls finally 
reaped from its grounds is likely to ex- 
ceed the profits of any other soil. A 
force of persuasion to impel sub- 
mission and a moral potency to arouse 
the conscience are still to be found in 
the words, “Ye must be born again.” 
John 3:7. 

In the four Gospels are recorded 
twenty discourses which the Savior 
preached during His ministry before 
the cross, ten of which are written by 
His disciple John exclusively. Of the 
twenty, the one to Nicodemus was first. 
This fact, however, is by no means 
the most significant feature of His 
initial dissertation. In the first place, 
Jesus’ words embodied a new message 
for a new dispensation, a truth not 
only strange but even incredible to 
the minds of that day. Even Nicode- 
mus, who in my opinion was an 
earnest seeker of truth, responded in 
amazement, “How can these things 
be?” Secondly, Jesus’ words on this oc- 
casion are an example of how a doc- 
trinal message may become an evan- 
gelistic sermon for the purpose of 
winning souls to God. From references 
to Nicodemus in later scriptures, one 
would naturally conclude that Christ 
won him to discipleship (Jn. 7:50, 51; 
19:38-40). Thirdly, Jesus’ words were 
a demonstration of personal evan- 
gelism in an individual manner. 
Christ preached His first sermon (first 
recorded), not to a group in a syna- 
gogue in Capernaum, nor to the 
throngs in the temple at Jerusalem, 
but rather to a single individual in pri- 
vate interview, whose heart yearned 
to know more about the Teacher who 
came from God. John 3:2.

tration by which to express a religious 
truth, Jesus finds a very appro- 
priate analogy of the new birth in the 
wind. “The wind bloweth where it 
listeth,” said Jesus, “and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it go- 
eth: so is every one that is born of the 
Spirit,” John 3:8. And so goes, in my 
opinion, one of the richest illustra- 
tions in all the Bible. It is not my in- 
tention, however, to extend this an- 
alogy beyond the point of application, 
and I shall take special care to avoid 
inconsistencies which so often arise 
when too much stress is placed upon 
an illustration or parable. 


In this era of modernism, those who 
claim a genuine heartfelt experience 
of regeneration are being asked to 
give a clear-cut definition and expla- 
nation of that experience. When they 
fail to present a complete analysis of 
every detail to their modern critic, he 
usually concludes thereby that the 
whole affair is nothing more than an 
emotional response to the power of 
suggestion. After drawing such a con- 
clusion, he attains intellectual satis- 


faction by referring the matter to 
what is called “mysticism.” Of course, 
such a term sounds a bit scientific and 
it, at least, can be classified as “just 
another theory.” 

Such a critic as I have described 
above is not a bit consistent in the 
logic of his criticism. Just because the 
recipients of a spiritual life with God 
cannot explain in “one, two, three- 
order” all the factors connected there- 
with, some delight in branding all 
such believers as fanatics, after which 
they recline with rational pride in the 
exaggeration of their own ego. But 
now, friend, do you honestly believe 
that the Christian’s lack of a perfect 
understanding of spiritual things, and 
his inability to compel the doubter to 
comprehend the meaning of his ex- 
perience, is sufficient grounds on 
which to deny the reality of such 
claims? 

We must bear in mind that religion 
is not alone in its challenge to a per- 
fect explanation and understanding 
of phenomena. The modern scientist 
with all of his mechanical accuracy 
must take certain things for granted, 
assuming to be true many things 
which defy a full explanation. 


Let’s return to the “wind” which 
Jesus said was analogous to the new 
birth. While you are now reading this 
article, will you pause long enough 
to ask yourself the question, “From 
where and to where is the wind I now 
hear blowing?” Behold it is not 
enough to ask it; you must answer it. 
What is that? You mean you don’t 
know? Oh well, never mind: it can’t 
even blow unless you know how to 
fully explain all facts concerning it. 
Since you don’t know very much about 
it, we must conclude that it is nothing 
more than an imaginary concept re- 
sulting from wishful thinking—or it 
might be plain ol’ fanaticism! 


New listen, laying all jokes aside, 
Suppose we play fair on both sides and 
acknowledge facts as they are. Know- 
ing how the wind blows is not near so 
important to an individual as the mere 
fact that it blows. If everyone deriving 
a benefit from the wind had to know 
the scientific explanation accounting 
for all its forces before receiving those 
benefits, there would be but few people 


left to enjoy them. Of course, my

NEW YORK (RNS) —Approximately 
1,400,000,000 publications in nearly 200 
languages and dialects have been is- 
sued by the American’ Tract Society 
since its organization in 1825, it was 
reported at the 119th annual meeting 
here. This vast total included 900,- 
000,000 tracts, 40,000,000 bound vol- 
umes, and 350,000,000 periodicals.

Judges’ Opinion on Delinquency 

Judges know the effect of the Sun- 
day School upon youth. Hear what 
they have to say: 


“‘We have never had an active 
church boy in real trouble in the 
juvenile court,’ says Juvenile Court 
Judge Philip Gilian, of Denver. 


“And his advice to parents is: ‘Take 
—don’t send—your children to church 
services.’ 

“Juvenile Judge Sam Davis Tatum, 
of Nashville, Tenn., had tried 4,000 
cases of youths under 17 years of age, 
from June 1, 1939 to August, 1943. 

“The facts deduced from these 
trials are there, viz: 

“(1) Of the approximately 4,000 
cases, only seventeen were those of 
regular Sunday School or church serv- 
ice attenders. And of these seventeen, 
nine were not guilty. 

“(2) Only about six of the families 
of these 4,000 were regular attenders 
at Sunday School or church. 


“(3) Over 75 per cent of the young- 
sters appearing before Jucge Tatum 
were from broken homes. Either the 
parents were separated, divorced, or 
one or both were dead. 


“Juvenile judges surely cannot be 
charged with ‘Puritanic tendencies,’ 
but their advice to parents and guard- 
ians is to take the children to Sunday 
School and church services.” 
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J. Edgar Hoover’s Opnion 


“Lack of family responsibility 
breeds crime, and crime breeds arro- 
gance, intolerance, destruction and 
disaster. It is these unpropitious 
omens we now face. Arrest figures 
among youth portend only despair 
and the trend is alarming. 

“Arrests of females under 21 years 
of age have increased 130.4 per cent 
since 1941. Male arrests declined 
slightly during 1943 but are still above 
normal because the drop was from a 
very high level. During 1943 arrests of 
boys under 18 years increased 23.4 
per cent and in this age group arrests 
for rape increased 39.8 per cent; for 
robbery, 39 per cent; for burglary, 27.7 
per cent, and for auto theft, 23.4 per 
cent. 

“These figures based on reports 
from police departments throughout 
the country show only a portion of 
the picture, for it must be remem- 
bered that in a number of instances 
celinquents, because of their tender 
years, are not finger-printed but are 
referred to local homes or citizens for 
guidance. 

Arrests of Females Increase 


“Arrests of females under 21 years 
of age during the calendar year, 1943, 
increased 30.1 per cent for crimes 
against property and 56.9 per cent for 
sex and other crimes against public 
decency.” 

Mr. Hoover is a staunch supporter 
of the Sunday School and church as a 
means of remedying child delinquency. 
Here he speaks of the responsibility 
of the family.

Religion in Russia 


A report published in Time, May 8, 
gives Dr. Garbett’s report of his visit 
to Russia last year, which reads as 
follows: 

“There is an undoubted revival of 
religion (in Russia). Complete free- 
dom of worship within their churches 
is granted to all religions. Anti-God 
propaganda has_ been _ suspended, 
godless museums are closed, and re- 
spect for religion is encouraged. The 
Orthodox church has greater freedom 
than it ever had under the tsars. The 
churches are crowded, though many 
are still closed or secularized. The 





change in the Soviet attitude toward 
religion is due to the recognition that 
religion cannot be eradicated, that a 
large proportion of the people of Rus- 
sia are religious. ... , 

“The reason for Stalin’s grant of 
freedom of worship seems to be his 
genuine love for the Russian people. 
...Icannot read his mind and can- 
not therefore give his actual motive, 
(but) it was welcomed by the people 
longing to worship. There is the ex- 
planation that the grant was made for 
political reasons. However, the claim 
that it was inspired by Stalin’s love 
for the people was substantiated by 
an ambassador to Russia who knows 
and understands the country. The 
ambassador, who is non-English 
speaking, said that Stalin wanted to 
give something to the Russian people 
because he had to take away so much 
that they valued. Significantly, 
plans are being made for the future of 
the church, especially for the training 
of future clergy now in the army. 

“For the most part, the tremendous 
congregations in Russian churches to- 
day consist of young wives and moth- 
ers. This is important when we re- 
member that approximately half of 
the population of Russia is under 21 
years of age. These young people are 
flocking to the churches and wor- 
shiping with great reverence and de- 
votion. They will be an enormous in- 
fluence in the future. Let us pray that 
this will be a Christian influence.” 

EDITOR’S NOTE: Reports concern- 
ing Russian vary, and I publish them 
as they appear so that our readers 
may form their own opinions. Frank- 
ly, I fear for the outcome of Russia so 
far as religion is concerned.

In the 
Christian Missionary Alliance, when 
the Spirit was having His way, it came 
on a young girl, about fifteen years of 
age (and who I believe is still attend- 
ing there).

Also with eyes closed she 
walked about the church with hand 
outstretched and would place her 
hand on the heads of the others seat- 
ed there, and they would fall off their 
seats knocked out by the Holy Spirit. 
Some received different gifts by the 
Spirit. Others still go there who spoke

in other tongues (Acts 2:4). Many 
Christians and preachers slam the 
door on the Holy Ghost and then 
blame their failure to win souls on 
some other cause. The cause for this. 
is, they have perhaps never witnessed 
the Holy Ghost working along this 
line and thus God holds no grudge 
against them if they do it ignorantly, 
but if willfully, it’s unpardonable. To 
return to the young lady’s experience, 
she went down to a southside Chinese 
laundry, and wanted to see how the 
language worked on him.

The Thue Meaning of Worship

As I was meditating recently on this 
world’s present condition, I was caused 
to pause for breath, when I thought 
of the misconception by the people 
of today toward the meaning of, and 
fulfillment of true worship. The Bible 
says, “God is a’spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth,” John 4:24. 

In the time of David, as in the times 
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of today, was found more idol wor- 
ship than real, genuine, true WOR- 
SHIP of the heavenly Father. Psalms 
135:15-18 says: “The idols of the 
heathen are silver and gold, the work 
of men’s hands. They have mouths, 
but they speak not; eyes have they, 
but they see not; they have ears, but 
they hear not; neither is there any 
breath in their mouths. They that 


make them are like unto them: so is 
every one that trusteth in them.” The 
word “worship” means to “pay divine 
honor to God.” In other words, I per- 
form acts of homage or adoration to 
the one whom I love. In Jesus’ words 
to the evil one who was tempting Him, 
He said, “Then Jesus saith unto him, 
Get thee hence, Satan: for it is 
written, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve,” Matt. 4:10. 

Psalms 95:6 says, “O come, let us 
worship and bow down: let us kneel

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Text, “When he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it,” 
Luke 19:41. 

Have you ever seen a stronz man 
weep? Powerful lessons can be learned 
from the tears of great leaders. Who 
can forget King David’s moaning over 
the death of proud, rebellious Absa- 
lom: “O my son Absalom, my son, my 
son Absalom! Would God I had died 
for thee, O Absalom, my son, my son!” 
Who does not feel in this haunting 
lament an appeal asking American 
fathers to find time for their children 
and bring them to God before they 
are snatched away by death and lost 
forever? 


Alexander, miscalled “the Great,” 
is said to have wept because he could 
find no more empires to conquer. 
After a single victory he sold 30,000 of 
his captives as slaves. The world was 
at his feet, yet his tears show that de- 
spite money, power, position, life with- 
out God is empty and futile. 

When Peter, that rough-and-ready 
disciple who had cursed himself and 
denied Jesus, saw his Savior bound 
and beaten, he wept in bitter repent- 
ance. If you have rejected Christ, be- 
hold Him now, betrayed by your 
cowardice, suffering in your stead, and 
then sob in sorrow over your sins! 

Saint Paul, the fearless apostle, who 
could ride Mediterranean hurricanes 
without a quiver of terror, tells the 
believers in Ephesus that “for the 
space of three years I ceased not to 
warn everyone night and day with 
tears.” 


When Napoleon saw the remnant of 
the proud army which had marched 
through the snow and ice of a Rus- 
sian winter (the whole campaign 
cost him a half million lives; 90,000 
died on the terrifying retreat), he 
broke down and sobbed. Here was 
the confident war lord who boasted 
that he did not need God to conquer 
Europe. 


Yes, vital present-day lessons are to 
be learned from the tears of history’s 
leaders; but the strongest warning 
and appeals come from the tears of 
the mightiest figure in all history— 
Jesus Christ, Son of God and Savior 
of the world. Jesus wept at the tomb 
of Lazarus where He proved Himself a 
compassionate Lord, moved by the 
suffering of friends; and in the Gar-

den of Gethsemane where, at the be- 
ginning of His never-to-be measured 
agony in atoning for the world’s sins 
(so the Epistle to the Hebrews testi- 
fies) He “offered up prayers and sup- 
plications with strong crying and 
tears.” Only five days before that 
groaning in Gethsemane, Jesus, about 
to enter Jerusalem, had also wept; 
for Saint Luke records in our text 
(chapter nineteen, verse forty-one), 
“When he was come near, he beheld 
the city, and wept over it.” This is 
the Savior’s grief to which I call your 
attention as I show you His “tears 
over America.” 


If Jesus were with us today, He 
would weep over America’s spiritual 
life. The United States is crowded 
with churches which forget the di- 
vine command, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind,” and 
which, instead of this. inner, heart- 
centered, soul-deep worship of God, 
permit head-and-lip worship to creep 
in, formalism and ceremonies to re- 
ceive far too much attention. 


We hear Christ repeat His warning, 
“This people draweth nigh unto me 
with their mouth, and honoreth me 
with their lips, but their heart is far 


from me.” 

The plain preaching of the gospel, 
without which no man can be re- 
deemed, is pushed into the back- 


ground. Ask the average AMEE, 
t 


“How do you expect to be saved? Wha 
is your hope of heaven?” and you will 
find first that many of our country- 
men do not want to be saved, since - 
they think they do not need to be; 
and you will also learn that of those 
who believe in the hereafter, the 
majority actually like to think them- 
selves so good, so much better than 
others, that God will welcome them 
with open arms—when they ought to

understand that without the Lord @ q 


Jesus they are lost forever; that their 
hearts are filled with greed, lust, 
hatred; their lives marked with secret 
and disguised sin. Millions in this na- 
tion, founded by Christian promises, 
blessed above all other people on 
earth through religious freedom, have 
forgotten their God, neglected their 
privileges, spurned their blessings. 
Comparing the population of America, 
there are a very few who are interest- 
ed in Christ and His Church. 


To stop the tears of Christ, we must 
go back to the Bible, back to the 
blessed Savior, back to the blood of 
His atonement, back to justification 
and every blessing the Lord has for 
us. 


“When he was come near, he be- 
held the city, and wept over it.” Per- 
haps He was at a point where His first 
glance would single out the temple, 
a magnificent structure, on which 
architects and laborers had toiled for 
fifty years, and it was still not fin- 
ished—a sanctuary of white and red 
marble, gilded roofs, dazzling courts, 
stately pillars, nine gates covered with 
gold and silver—altogether an impos- 
ing monument to God. Yet, that 
grandeur left Jesus untouched, for He 
was inexpressibly saddened by the 
hollow mocking, shocking insincerity, 
cold formality, to be found in that 
house of the Highest. 


From Olivet the Savior could like- 
wise see the palace of Caiaphas, the 
high priest. He wore the sacred robes 
and the breastplate inscribed, “Holi- 
ness unto the Lord.” He occupied the 
highest position in Old Testament 
worship. He alone could enter the holy 
of holies on the solemn day of atone- 
ment. Yet that high priest, who 
should have been closest to God, was 
an unbeliever, a murderer at heart, a 
sworn enemy of Jesus.

From prayer, the most potent of all 
Christian ministries, God has gra- 
ciously removed all limits. Time, dis- 
tance, numbers, weather, age, crip- 
pling accidents, illness, imprison- 
ment; none of the circumstances 
which disqualify for nearly every type 
of usefulness—none of these bar the 
successful approach to the Throne of 
Grace. Anything within the scope of 
the almost unlimited promises of God 
is within reach of the praying soul. 
But the mightiest and most far-reach- 
ing prayers are offered by those of 
any station, age, or color who have 
learned how to pray inthe Holy 
Spirit. 

One method of praying in the Holy 
Spirit that is open to any one having 
that gift, is to pray in “tongues.” An 
examination of certain of Paul’s 
writings is fruitful here. 1 Cor. 14:14, 
15, “If I pray in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my understand- 
ing is unfruitful.” What is it then? “I 
will pray with the spirit, and I will 
pray with the understanding also.” We 
have no difficulty in interpreting his 
praying with the understanding. It 
was simply praying in his native 
language as we alldo. Thenif his 
praying with the spirit was praying 
without the understanding, as is the 
natural inference, we judge that he 
was praying in tongues. We judge also 
that Paul may have done very much of 
his praying and also his praising in 
tongues, because he says: 1 Cor. 14:18, 
“TI thank God that I speak in tongues 
more than any of you.” (Gr.) Now as 
there were probably thousands of 
members in the Corinthian Church, 
and many, no doubt, in the flush of a 
new baptism, speaking joyfully in 
their new gift of tongues, we surmise 
that Paul, in order to have surpassed 
the most voluble of them, must have 
made great use of that gift in his pri- 
vate devotions, since we know 
from verse 19 that in the congrega- 
tion he used it little, if at all. 

The writer recalls spending a fore- 
noon with a ministering brother in his 
prayer room. The brother began his 
prayer in English, but soon changed to 
a tongue; presently he was praying in 


® English again, but on a higher spiri-

tual level; then after several sen- 
tences he again shifted into a tongue. 
So he went on shifting back and forth 
going ever higher in the Spirit for 
three solid hours until the dinner call 
interrupted him. We would say that 
after the first quarter of an hour he 
was praying in the Holy Spirit. Read- 
er, if you have not been used to this 
“back and forth” method, try it. We 
predict from our own experience that 
if you can command the time without 
interruption you will, with no effort, 
have a blessed time that will be fruit- 
ful, for hours on end. 

A variation on the preceding we 
have found most profitable. We pray: 
“Blessed Holy Spirit, pray through me 
for this object, or that person, ac- 
cording to the will of God.” Im- 
mediately tongues come forth strong- 
ly, often powerfully, in intercession, 
and continue, frequently approach- 
ing travail. This is what Paul wrote 
about in Rom. 8:26,27, “. . . for we 
know not what we should pray for as 
we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings that 
cannot be uttered . . . according to the 
will of God.” This intercession is 
through our lips in tongues. The 
groanings also are ours; but wonders 
of grace! the fruitage of all that the 
Holy Spirit does through our yielded 
members is placed to our account. 

The writer remembers a mother and 
her daughter of fifteen years, whom 
we knew well. A great spirit of prayer 
in tongues came upon them both. They 
could not pray in English at all and 
were under such a burden that they 
could hardly desist from prayer long 
enough to do the absolutely necessary 
housework. The mother would awake 
at night and leave her bed to get alone 
to pray. This burden of prayer held 
them for a number of days. It seemed 
to us probably that the Spirit was 
using them to pray through some im- 
portant work of God that will be re- 
vealed to them in the day of rewards. 
Strange as it may seem to many, the 
Almighty, by His own will, is depend- 
ent on the cooperation of His children, 
especially in prayer. Their prayers re- 
lease His power to work among men. 
Study Ezekiel 22:29-31, where we 


learn that the prayers of one real in- 
tercessor could have changed God’s 
destroying wrath to chastisement and 
forgiveness, and so have saved a small 
nation. 

Some two years ago the writer 
learned of another and higher way of 
praying in the Holy Spirit. A tract dis- 
cussing the throne rights of God’s 
children called our attention to 
Ephesians 2:4-6, “But God, who is rich 
in mercy ... hath quickened us to- 
gether with Christ ... and hath raised 
us up together, and made us sit to- 
gether in heavenly places in 
Christ.” I soon learned by trial that 
when in the Spirit I could say in faith: 
“Lord, I now take my place with Thee 
in the heavenlies.” At once I found 
myself in a place of power. Prayer 
seemed naturally to take the form of 
commanding; not commanding the 
Lord, but rather commanding the 
power of the Holy Spirit to go forth on 
either of two missions (as far as my 
experience has gone). The first mis- 
sion was to go to all the armies of the 
world, to convict of sin all who have 
heard of Christ and His sacrifice, who 
must face great danger; to reveal to 
them their Savior and teach them how 
to raise the penitent’s cry for salva- 
tion. There is no adequate way of de- 
scribing the utter confidence and 
seemingly complete faith with which 
this prayer of command is sent forth 
from this place in the heavenlies. Of- 
ten it is varied to specify camps, 
battlefields, hospitals, concentration 
and prison camps, also the helpless 
peoples of the destroyed nations of 
Europe, in which case it was accom- 
panied with a fathomless pity for 
them. 

The second subject that the Spirit 
seemed to dictate for this kind of 
prayer is the great outpouring of the 
“Spirit upon all flesh” of Joel’s and 
Isaiah’s prophecies, generally called 
the “latter rain.” On this petition the 
power of command would come with 
even greater force and an equally un- 
shakeable assurance. There is no. ef- 
fort about this faith and seemingly no 
possible place for doubt. We have 
never felt anything else like it outside

These orphans I am thinking of 
know not their need. No one seems to 
see them or care what happens to 
them. We are told that all have sinned 
and fallen short of the glory of 
God. Yet what do we do about telling 
others? We find some of these orphans, 
sad to say, in homes where parents, 
sisters, aunts, and uncles are pro- 
fessed Christians, church members and 
officials of boards.

critic replies that he makes no claim 
that a fact must be understood by 
everyone before it can be. Thank you, 
my friend, that is my position exact- 
ly; it is not necessary for every- 
one to understand the new birth in 
order for it to be. 

But, there are those who reply with 
contention that there are some people 
who can give an explanation of how 
the wind blows. Just a minute there; 
to what extent can anyone give an ex- 
planation of how the wind blows, 
limited or unlimited? Limited, did you 
say? Thank you again, my friend, that 
is my position exactly; there are some 
people who can give you a limited ex- 
planation of how the new birth occurs, 
too. 

But again there are those who argue 
that it is possible for everyone to have 
a knowledge of how the wind blows 
while some religionists claim that only 
a certain predestined number will ever 
obtain the new birth. I am glad to in- 
form you that I am not one of the 
“some” who believe in absolute pre- 
destination. I believe it’ is just as 
possible for all to receive the new birth 
as it is for all to know the scientific 
explanation of how the wind blows. 
Furthermore, I don’t believe I would 
have to force you to admit that there 
are probably more people who under- 
stand the new birth than there are 
those who understand how the wind 
blows. 

However, there are the same who in- 
sist on attempting to break down the 
analogy by calling my attention to the 
fact that everyone knows the wind 
blows but everyone does not know 
about the new birth on the basis of my 
own admissions. Hold steady, fellow, 
you left the argument. To know the 
wind is blowing and knowing how it 
blows are two different positions al- 
together; and we were discussing the 
question of how. However, if you want 
it that way I am willing, so let me 
ask you a question. How is it possible 
that everyone knows the wind blows? 
By experience, did you say? Fine, 
that’s my position relative to being 


born again; everyone who experiences 
the new birth knows it occurs. Thus 
the only essential difference between 
the blowing of the wind and the re- 
ception of second birth is the cond 
tions under which each occurs, an 
that is immaterial as far as the issue 
in question is concerned. A person ex- 
periences the blowing of the wind by 
necessity, while the new birth is ex- 
perienced by condition. 

And so it remains, the most realistic 
concept of life is that things are, not 
why and how they are. I have never 
seen any wind but Iam quite sure 
there is some such “stuff” because I 
have seen its effects; so it was whe 
I received the new birth. Again, I say, 
I have never seen any wind, but I 
know there is something we call wind 
because I have felt it; so it was when 
I received the new birth. 

However, opposers raise the objec- 
tion: “Air molecules can be seen under 
certain experimental conditions, but 
such is impossible with what you call 
new birth.” And to that objection I 
will agree, although my opposers 
have sought refuge in a “forced in- 
stance” rather than to face the il- 
lustration in its natural strength. But 
I shall allow them every advantage 
possible; yet, they must realize that if 
the umpire calls them safe on a 
“forced out,” I am at least entitled to 
a safety on a “squeeze play”. If I 
grant them the right to make a point 
by permitting them to use a forced 
application contrary to natural in- 
terpretation, they should also grant 
me the privilege of making a similar 
digression with which to meet their 
new position. 


It is true that wind (air) may be 
seen under forced conditions, while 
the experience of new birth is not 
substantially visible under any cir- 
cumstances. To deny reality on such 
grounds, however, is a miserable posi- 
tion to occupy when the opposition 
is encountered. 


For example, there is nothing more 
real in human experience than pain, 
yet it is absolutely impossible to see 
such under any condition. Are we 
justified in denying its reality just 
because we cannot see it? “But we 
can feel it,” say my critics. Yes, and 
may I reply that one FEELS his ex- 
perience with God, too. “But how do 
we know,” retaliate my critics, “that 
a person claiming to receive the new 
birth is really having such an ex- 
perience?” Well, if that’s how you look 
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claiming to be suffering is really 
having a pain? To tell the truth, you 
can only judge the pain in another by 
comparing his expressions with those 
f some painful experience in your 
own life. And let me further say that 
you will be a better judge of those who 
claim the new birth if you will re- 
ceive the blessing yourself. Thus it is 
evident that argument for new birth is 
just as rational as the notion of pain 
and just as credible as belief in the 
wind. 

To deny the reality of anything 
merely on the basis that it lacks an 
absolutely perfect explanation, is to 
compel one’s self to deny practically 
everything on the same grounds. Such 
concepts as motion, space, time, 
gravity, and so on ad infinitum, can be 
nothing more than mental illusions 
because a perfect explanation of any 
one of them is not to be found even in 
the vast resources of modern scientific 
knowledge. Yet, think how necessary 
it is to all human life and experience 
to accept with unwavering faith the 
reality of these essential concepts. 


When you think of it, most people 
would find it difficult to explain how 
the wind blows, but surely no one ever 
doubts the fact that it blows. Jesus 
said, “So is everyone that is born of 
the Spirit.” While I may never be able 
to offer an explanation of my ex- 
periences with God by which the 
doubter might understand with per- 
fect comprehension, he is still a long 
way from furnishing evidence by 
which to successfully refute my claims. 
After all, to know how the new birth 
happens is not nearly so important as 
just to know it happens.

We can find Him on Olivet, grief- 
gripped not only for Jerusalem’s 
temple, but for churches in the 
United States. The churches are more 
concerned about gaining popular ap- 
plause than soul-winning. The war 
has not yet brought a real revival of 
true Christian faith in America. Mod- 
ernists, deniers of the free and final 
atonement by the Lord Jesus, are still 
in control of many congregations and 
of some denominations. Twentieth- 
century Sadducees sit securely in high 
places. 

As the Savior’s eyes swept over that 
lofty-towered fortress of Antonia, 
headquarters of the Roman army that 
held Jerusalem in control, He could 
have thought of the young legion- 
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naires who went on day after day with- 
out knowing God, living in the cold 
cruelty and the sin which marked 
military life. His tears may well have 
dropped for those soldiers, as for all 
the sorrows and heartaches that war, 
the result of sin and unbelief, had 
brought upon the royal capital. If 
Jesus today would stand on a high hill 
overlooking American cities, His eyes 
would overflow as He would think of 
the spiritual dangers confronting our 
soldiers and sailors—multitudes with- 
out Christ—still unprepared for 
eternity. 

Jesus wept over Jerusalem because 
He knew the appalling price it would 
pay for rebelling against God. He 
predicts, “Thine enemies . . . shall lay 
thee level with the ground and thy 
children with thee, and they shall not 
leave one stone upon another, because 
thou knewest not the time of thy visi- 
tation.” The disaster Jesus foresaw 
came within less than fifty years, 
when in the siege and capture of the 
city, which makes some of the mas- 
sacres in this World War seem small, 
1,100,000 men perished and 97,000 peo- 
ple (the children and grandchildren 
of those to whom the Savior spoke) 
were led away captive, and so many 
of the citizens sold into servitude that 
no one would buy any more slaves. It 
was a shocking devastation; yet in- 
comparably worse was the eternal de- 
struction of souls which could have 
been saved through faith in Christ. 

“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked,” is the warning America 
should read in Jerusalem’s ruins. If 
up to this time you have insolently 
risen up against your Redeemer, 
turned your back on His arms nailed 
to the cross but stretched wide in in- 
vitation to welcome you, then with all 
the life-and-death earnestness of this 
warning, I tell you that on Olivet 
Jesus was weeping for you, shedding 
divine tears because, if you continue 
to reject His ransom for your sin, you 
must pay in eternity for every unfor- 
given wrong. 

It was too late for masses in Jerusa- 
lem to repent and return to God; but, 
thanks to the Savior’s marvelous 
mercy, it is not too late for you to 
throw off your stubborn resistance to 
Jesus and fall on your knees in con- 
trite sorrow over your sins. You un- 
believing husbands, unfaithful wives, 
ungrateful children, you blasphemers 
and scoffers; you, the self-satisfied 
and self-righteous; you backsliders 
who have brought shame on God; you 


who are sending your souls to hell by 
living in sin, helping to destroy the 
morals and the faith of others—there 
is still time for you to kneel before 
the compassionate Christ and say: 
“What a fool I have been to reject 
my soul’s salvation! Now I have found 
You at last, my all-forgiving Redeem- 
er. You do not need to weep any more 
for me! O Jesus, dry your tears! 

“Wash me! Cleanse me! Purify me 
through faith!” When you come to 
the Lord of limitless love with that 
faith, His face, once stained with 
tears, will be wreathed in heavenly 
happiness. The lips which once pro- 
nounced the woe over Jerusalem will 
tell you, “Him that cometh to me, I 
will in no wise cast out.”
